On the return trip Kohs took 
the wheel and os the boat passed 
through the channel, a large boat 
passing some distance away set up 
a wash that overturned the Hamil 
ton craft.

The Prime Justification 

"Can you imagine, being born a citizen of one 
nation — becoming a naturalized citizen of another, 
and then forming- a Swiss corporation to purchase 
a French-built ship in order to operate her under 
the Libcrian flag— with a German licensed and an 
Oriental unlicensed crew?" That fantastic little 
picture was drawn by a spokesman for the American 
merchant marine. He added that he was not be- 
ing facetious— for such a ship actually exists, and it 
is a very new one. 

This illustrates a problem the U. S.-flag merchant 
marine always faces. I* must compete for trade 
with other merchant marines operating under laws, 
conditions and standards which are often vastly dif- 
ferent from our own. And it indicates why our govern- 
ment provides American lines operating over stra- 
tegic world trade routes with operating-differential 
payments, designed to help offset the great cost dif- 
ferences that exist between our ships and those of 
other leading maritime nations. 

One reason for these payments is the obvious 
fact that a U. S.-flag merchant marine is necessary 
to the national defense — we learned that the hard way 
in two wars, when we were forced to embark on 
enormously wasteful and expensive cash programs 
of ship construction, because our merchant fleets 
had been allowed to languish in peace time. But it is 
not the only reason. The same spokesman said of 
our merchant marine ". . . that its commercial role 
is and will continue to be its prime justification. . ." 
Our economy is geared to a high volume of foreign 
trade and our prosperity iff in substantial measure 
dependent on that trade. Under these circumstances, 
we would be foolhardy indeed to depend on the 
fleets of other countries.

Two New Items 

Two items that can profitably be considered to- 
gether recently appeared in the "news. 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic 



Energy Commission sold: "The choice Is whether 
the peaceful uses of atomic energy arc to be devel- 
oped in the framework of the competitive economic 
system — and thus benefit from the rapid expansion 
and cost-cutting incentives ... or whether the atomic 
energy industry is to lapse back into the embrace of 
government, with all that Is entailed in so doing. . , . 
Government and Industry must work hand-in- 
hand. . , , " 

Donald S. Kennedy of the Edison Electric In- 
stitute reported that electric utilities are pursuing 
atomic power research and development In ever 
greater numbers. Eighty companies, he went on, 
are involved in 14 nuclear reactor projects and one 
thermonuclear research project. Together, it is ex- 
pected that the projects will have an electric generat- 
ing capacity of 1.5 million kilowatts and will cost 
more than $500 million. 

Government monopoly or near-monopoly of 
atomic development of peacetime purposes could be 
justified only under one condition — that private en- 
terprise is either unable or unwilling to participate 
on the necessary scale. But now private enterprise 
is demonstrating, through concrete action, that It is 
both willing and able, and that it is determined to 
give this country the maximum benefits at the 
minimum cost. It Is thus living up fully to the con- 
fidence In it that has been expressed by Admiral 
Strauss and many other authorities.

A Temporary Problem 

Early in the 19th century, the British economist 
Malthus published his famous "Essay on Population." 
It developed what became known as the Malthusian 
theory, which held that world population would 
outgrow the world's food supply, with consequent 
famine and starvation. In the light of the scientific 
knowledge and farming practices of that era, this 
theory seemed as sound as it was somber. 

But since then there have been revolutionary 
changes in the arts of agriculture. Such innova- 
tions as better seeds and fertilizers and, above all, 
mechanization which gives one man the productive 
power that it took many men to provide in other 
days, have created a situation which would have 
seemed unbelievable to Malthus. As the Portland 
Oregonian puts it, "Technology is minimizing the 
threat of eventual starvation which has concerned 
many ever since Malthus expounded his gloomy 
theory." 

That paper makes another point of top import- 
ance. The farmer's new tools and techniques have 
helped to bring about the agricultural surplus prob- 
lem, and it is a vexing problem indeed. "This," 
says the Oregonian, "may be extremely discourag- 
1 ing to those who seek to control production, but in 
the long-range view it is encouraging to humanity 
generally." Population in this country and the 
world is soaring. Our own acreage of farm land is 
virtually fixed. So there is every reason to believe 
that the surplus is a temporary phenomenon, and 
that in years to come we will need all the produc- 
tive power our farmers can summon to satisfy the 
appetites of ourselves and of others. 

The future of mechanized agriculture* — and of the 
efficient family-size farm which mechanization has 
done so much to strengthen — is bright.

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Crossbreeding of 

Hogs Pays Off 

Since on estimated 85 to 00 per 
cent of hogs reaching principal 
markets arc crossbreds, It's no long- 
er a question of whether a farmer 
is going to produce crossbreds but 
rather how he can do it to get the 
greatest benefits. 

Results of three years of Iowa 
State College tests indicate you can 
reap extra dividends by launching 
a systematic program of cross- 
breeding. 

The experiments showed these 
crossbred advantages: 0,6 per cent 
advantage in survival rate, 8.9 per 
cent in growth rate, and two per 
cent in feed efficiency. The cross- 
breds were intermediate between 
the parental breeds in carcass qual- 
ity and mcatiness. 

Main disadvantages, the article 
says, of a crossbreeding program is 
the lack of conformity that can oc- 
cur for some qualities in second 
and later crosses. This, however, 
is usually offset by over-all ad- 
vantages gained in an intelligent 
program. 

If you want to develop a good 
crossbreeding program on your 
form, here's the starting point: 
First, consider the sow herd. You 
can start with either pure breeds 
of stock or crossbred sows already 
on the farm. Use a critical eye, 
and records if you have them. De- 
cide what things arc needed most 
— mcatiness, length, improved lit- 
ter size, or better rate of gain. 

Choose a boar for the first 
cross whose inheritance is strong 
for the qualities needed In your 
sow herd and a breed likely to give 
you maximum response. Breeds 
vary in their crossing ability. Fol- 
low with another boar to odd other 
desired characteristics. 

Systemotic crossbreeding with 
three or four breeds of boars used 
continuously on crossbred sows 
keeps vigor and performance at a 
high level so long os good boars 
are used. There is no tendency for 
the crossbreds to "run out," When 
you find three or four breeds which 
fit your needs and satisfy your re- 
quirements for market hogs, they 
can be used in a rotation system, 
changing the breed of boar when 
the crossbred sows arc replaced by 
their daughters. 

If the herd Is healthy and care 
has been used in selecting replace- 
ment stock, home-raised crossbred 
gilts are generally a better risk 
than purchased female stock. 

These factors plus good feeding 
and management can mean greater 
profits for you. 



Tornadoes Get Much 

Publicity Recently 



The record number of tornadoes 
In recent months brings this type of 
catastrophe within the realm of 
motoring problems, says Curtis F. 
Proud, director of the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club's Touring and Travel Bu- 
reau. Your chances of encounter- 
ing a tornado while driving through 
twister country are slight, but the 
possibility exists while these storms 
grow more frequent. 

If the* weather is ominous, keep 
your car radio tuned for storm 
warnings. 

"Tornado winds travel at terrific 
speed — as high as 500 miles per 
hour— but in a circular motion," 
Proud said. "Their forward speed 
is only 25 to 40 miles per hour, 
so you hove a chance to outrun 
them when you sec their black 
funnel shapes approaching." 

A tornado's usual width of dam- 
age is about 400 yards, but some 
have been known to cut a swath 
a mile wide. "In open country," 
said Proud, "if there is no chance 
to get out of the tornado's course, 
abandon your car, get well away 
from it and lie face down on the 
ground. A ditch, culvert or steel 
or concrete bridge offers extra pro- 
tection."

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HEALTH TALK 

. GOOD SLEEPING HABITS 

"Ohl for a good night's slecpl" 
How often have you hoard the 
remark and, Indeed, made it your- 
self? Why? Because you arose 
from bed feeling tired, restless, and 
full of tension, and feeling too, per- 
haps, you hadn't had any rest at 
all. How much sleep should you 
have? It varies in individuals, but 
an average of eight hours is a good 
yardstick, the Educational Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Medical 
Society points out in Health Talk. 

What Is sleep? The dictionary 
defines it as that period of rest 
for the body and mind, during 
which volition and consciousness 
are in partial or complete abeyance 
and the bodily functions partially 
suspended. 

While the required hours of 
sleep vary in individuals, the rest 
Is essential to good health. Some 
persons fare very well on a few 
hours of sleep, while others re- 
quire more than the average eight. 
The type of sleep also plays a role 
in the amount of rest. A restless 
sleep, interrupted frequently by 
fitful periods of wakening, is not 
conducive to good repair of body 
tissues. A good, sound sleep pro- 
vides complete recovery from pre- 
vious fatigue. Less than the con- 
ventional seven or eight hours of 
sleep proves, in most cases, wear- 
ing. The result is not only a hag- 



gard face but a strained disposi- 
tion. 

There arc many persons who, 
otherwise normal, believe they re- 
quire more hours of sleep, any- 
where from ten to twelve hours. 
As a rule, the healthy person who 
wants an unusual amount of sleep 
is not suffering from mental ex- 
haustion, but from lack of exercise 
and sluggish digestion. In fact 
there are some authorities who 
believe that oversleeping is just as 
bad as overeating. 

Since sleep is essential to good 
health, giving the body opportun- 
ity to rest emotionally and physi- 
cally, every effort should be made 
to induce body-building hours of 
slumber. Good sleeping, habits 
should be established. Freeing the 
mind of all care and worry Is one 
step. Problems cannot be solved 
by restless thrashing about in bed, 
A mind, refreshened by a quiet 
sleep can cope with the exigencies 
of everyday life with more logical 
application. 

Room temperature is important 
in sleep. A temperature that is 
too warm or too cold for the indi- 
vidual can be an obstacle. Fresh 
air is important, but this does not 
metn that the sleeping room should 
be exposed to cold blasts of winter 
temperatures. Bed clothing should 
be comfortable as should sleeping 
apparel. The type of sleeping gar- 
ment is an individual matter. Some 
persons like pajamas, for example, 
while others prefer to sleep "raw." 

Sleep inducers should be avoided.

Insects and Disease 

Destroy More Tree* 

Than Forest Fire* 



Diseases, animals, insects and 
other natural forest enemies des- 
troy nearly 29 times as much live 
timber in Illinois forests each year 
as is lost through forest fires, A. C. 
Foley, chairman of the Illinois For- 
est Industries Committee, said to- 
day. 

Foley said the slate's annual loss 
of live sawtimbcr to disease and 
other natural forest enemies runs 
around 57 million board feet, while 
annual loss to fire is another 2 mil- 
lion board feet, making a total 
yearly mortality loss of 59 million 



board feet. 

This lost sawtimbcr would have 
provided sufficient lumber to build 
5,900 five-room frame houses, the 
Industry man said. 

For the United Stales as a whole, 
the toll taken by insects, diseases, 
and other natural causes have been 
mounting over the past few years 
until today nearly 12 billion board 
feet of live sawtimbcr Is damaged 
annually. 

The first coordinated attack on 
this insect-disease problem came in 
1947, Foley pointed out, when Con- 
gress with strong urging by forest 
industries passed the Forest Pest 
Control Act under which private 
woodland owners pool their money 
with state and federal governments 
in joint efforts to control tree-kill- 
ing insects and diseases. 

Industry foresters and govern- 
ment agencies are currently making 
attacks on the Dutch elm and oak 
wilt diseases that have hit hard- 
woods in Illinois, the industry 
chairman said.

Higher money costs and rising 
prices require thnt Commonwealth 
Edison Company Increase its rates, 
"Willis Gale, Edison chairman, an- 
nounced today. He said that new 
rate schedules, providing increases 
for substantially all classes of cus- 
tomers, will be filed with the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission later 
this month. 

Details of the proposed rate re- 
visions have not yet been deter- 
mined, either as to total amount of 
the increase or effect on various 
classes of. customers. The increases 
are planned for both Common- 
wealth and its Public Service Com- 
pany Division. 

"The board of directors of Com- 
monwealth Edison met today and 
after reviewing projected revenues, 
expenses and earnings, reluctantly 
concluded to file for the increase," 
said Mr. Gale. 

"It is .significant that Common- 
wealth, in its 70 year history, has 
had only one general rate increase 
—in 1954. In the Public Service 
area rate increases were granted 
also during the inflationary period 
of 1918-20. On the other hand, 
there have been 26 rate reductions 
in Chicago and 37 rate reductions 
in the Public Service area.

In the next report appeared the

How many dollars can trees 
grow? Well, sir, that's a mighty fine 
question 1 get asked a lor. Got some 
figures here that'll maybe help a 
little. 

Take one acre of fully stocked 
Southern pine on a good site and 
under real good management. Say 
you plant year-old seedlings. And 
say you're gonna' cut for contin- 
uous growth— in other words you're 
going to thin only. 

At the end of 12 years you can 
cut about five cords of pulpwood 
when trees are 6" in diameter — 
worth 320 at $4 a cord. That about 
covers management costs and 
interest up to that time. 

From then on at five-year inter- 
vals you can cut seven cords of 
pulpwood worth $28; 1,100 board- 
feet of lumber worth $<M at $'J0 
per thousand board-feet; 2,300 
board-feet for $120; up to a maxi- 
mum of 4,400 board-feet worth 
$176, 47 years after planting. 

This means that the owner of 
one acre of mature, well-managed 
Southern pine can cut $32.50worth 
of timber every year, or $176 worth 
every five years.

It's actually a cobbler but 
the dough for the topping is rolled into a slender rope and 
cut into balls. These are arranged, piece-of-pie fashion on the 
heated, sugared peaches and baked. No trick at all to dol 
FRESH PEACH COBBLER PIE 

Fill a 10-inch pie pan about three fourths full of sliced and 
sugared ripe peaches. Dot with butter or margarine and place 
in hot oven (400°F.) to heat through. Lay a piece of foil 
over the peaches so they won't dry out on top. While peaches 
are heating, mix a rich dough as for shortcake. Stir together: 
]- J ,2 cups packaged biscuit mix 
I- 1 /-: tbsps. C and II pure cone granulated sugnr 
\k cup light cream 

Knead soft dough gently a few seconds on floured board 
until smooth. You may need to add a little more cream. 
Then, with floured hands, roll quickly into a rope 1-inch 
thick. Cut off inch pieces and shape into biscuit balls. 

Remove foil from hot peaches. Over fruit arrange balls 
of dough in triangular groups, 6 each, to suggest pieces of 
pie. Brush with melted butter. Bake in hot oven (40Q°F.) 
about 20 mins. or until biscuit balls are done underneath and 
nicely browned. Sprinkle granulated sugar over biscuits to 
make 'them sparkle. Serve warm, with cream or whipped 
cream. Makes to 8 servings. 



Hoodlums Attack Police

THE "WATER AND SEWER OR- 
DINANCE" OF THE VILLAGE OF

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: That Sections 7, 
8, 9 and 10 of the Water and Sewer 
Ordinance of the Village of Anti- 
och as amended be and the same 
are hereby further amended. 

SECTION 2; No water from the 
municipal water supply shall be 
turned on for service into any 
premises by any person but the 
Village Water Superintendent or 
some other members of the Water 
Department as authorized by him 
to perform this service, 

SECTION 3: No water shall be 
turned on for service in premises 
in which the' plumbing docs not 
comply with the Ordinances of the 
Village, providing that water may 
be turned on for construction work 
in unfinished buildings, subject to 
the provisions of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 4: No connection with 
a water main shall be made with- 
out a permit being issued and 
twenty-four hours' notice having 
been given to the Water Superin- 
tendent. All such connections shall 
be made by such Water Superin- 
tendent or an employee of the 
Water Department, and no connec- 
tions shall be covered until the 
work has been inspected by said 
Water Superintendent. Applica-

When Baby Screams 

The new arrival in the house la 
jast four weeks old — and he's 
screaming at the top of his lungs. I 
His logs are drawn up in pain, his' 
fists arc clenched, and his skin has 
taken on an angry, flushed color. { 
' What's the matter? The answer," 
all too often, is colic — an acute pain I 
in the abdomen of the newborn; 
child. _gome babies, luckily, never 
seem to suffer' 
from it at all. ' 
Others may have 
only light cases. 
In severe instan- 
ces, the attacks 
may take up as 
much as four 
- hours of every 
'If Mi ill ll \\VXm day - to the mu- 
tual despair of infant, parents and 
neighbors. 

' What's to be done? Well, you can 
be patient. Colic isn't fatal, and it 
usually goes away for good after 
the baby reaches four months. 

That knowledge, however, is not 
much help right now while the 
baby is actually fussing. Gentle, 
loving attention is helpful; so is 
music, and rocking or riding in the 
car. A warm hot-water bottle wrap- 
ped in a diaper can be applied to 
the baby's abdomen for a, temporary 
respite. 

* If the attack persists, however, 
it's best to consult your family doc- 
tor or pediatrician. He may find it 
odvisablo to prescribe a new anti- 
colic preparation called Bonadoxin 
Drops. In one recent study, report- 
ed by Dr. Robert T, Dougan of 
Richmond, Va., this 1 preparation 
proved effective in 22 of 25 colicky 
infants — dramatically so in a num- 
ber of instances. The drops arc 
harmless to even the tiniest infant 
when given according: to directions, 

• And in tho meantime, have pa« 
tiencc. It will all be over in a few 
months - until the next baby comes 
along!

one tree-planting machine. That, 
sir, is a big day's work. 

And that's exactly what Don 
Pritchett of Hubbard County, 
Minn., did. He did it with the help 
of a home-made, two-row tree 
planter and a four-man planting 
crew. 

Don made the planter for his 
own use out of spare parts from 
old discarded farm equipment. He 
put only $80 worth of new mate- 
rials into the machine. 

Don writes that the two planting 
units are built entirely independent 
of each other, can be sec four, six 
or eight feet apart or made into 
two single-row machines. An elec- 
tric bell, powered from the tractor 
batter)', can be set to ring at any 
distance, telling the planters when 
they should set a tree into the fur- 
row for proper spacing. 

Here's how the (our men divide 
the work; one operates the tractor, 
two do the planting and a fourth 
sits between the planters, sorting 
trees and keeping a supply ready 
for each planter. A big pat on the 
back for Don, yes, sir!

Ol' Cypress asked me what he can 
do on his own to protect his woodlot 
from fire. Here's what I told him: 

Keep your fire lanes well plowed. 
Keep your tractor and disc handy (or 
fire fighting, along with rakes, drums 
or barrels of water, and gunny sacks. 
And don't burn slash or fields 
unless conditions are right— and you 
have plenty of hands to help. If you 
don't already have a local fire depart- 
ment, see if you can't persuade your 
community to organize a voluntary 
group. After it is trained to fight fires, 
it can be of great help in cutting fire 
losses.
